21 But thereſt of the ſtones that were brought 
from the earth, T would know who they are 
Lady; ſhe ſaith, | hole indeed who goin 
the earth, and are not poliſhed, thoſe 
God hath proved, becauſe they have en- 
rred in into the Righteouſneſſe of the 
Lord. and have direQed their wayes in 
his Commandments. 

22 But theſe that are brought, and 


are put in the ſtru&ure of che Tower, thele |, 
are the young ones in the faith, and the | 


faichful, but they are commoniſhed by the 
Angets to do good, for that cauſe there 
iS not wickedneſle found in them. 

23 But thoſe whom they did rejea, and 
fFlaced beſide the Tower, who are they ? Thele 
are they who have ſinned, and would do 
Tep:zntance, for this they are not caſt out 
far from the Tower; becauſe they (ſhall 
be profitable in the ſtrufture,if they tholl 
2& Repentance. They therefore thar 2re 
about to a& Repentance, if they [hail do 
Repentance they ſhall be irong in the 


faith, 
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faith, if now they (hall a& Repentance 
while the Tower is a building. For if the 
trufure ſhall be finiſhed, now any ſhall 
not have a place where he may be put, 
but he ſhall be a reprobate: bur he onely 
ſhall have this who already is placed be- 
fide the Tower. | 

24 But theſe that were hewed and thrown 
far from the Tower, wilt thou know who they 
are? Theſeare the SONS OF INTI- 
QUITY, and they have believed in 
diſimulation, and all wickednefſe hath 
not departed from them, for this they 
have not Salvacion, becauſe they are not 
profitable in the ſtru&ure, by reaſon of 
their wickednefics, Wherefore they are 


' hewnand thrown far away becaulſeof the 


anger of the Lord, becauſe they have ftir- 
ed himup, 

25 But the reſt of the ſtones whom thou 
aidſt fee very many placed, not going in= 
to the ftruFure, theſe indeed were rugg 
ed, Theſe are they who have known the 
Truth, and have neither remained in it 
nor have been joyned to the Saints, for 
this cauſe they are unprofitable. 

26 But theſe that had rents; becauſe 
they have diſcord in their hearts one a= 
gainſt another,and have not peace among 

B 4 them- 
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them(ſclves. In prelence indeed, having 
peace, bur when one ſhall gaqgway from 
another, - their wickednefle remains in 
their hearts, Thele. therefore are the 
rents which the ſtones have. 

27 But thoſe that are maimed are they 
who indeed believed, having the moſt 
part of iniquity, for this cauſe they are 
broken, and not intire, 

28 But the white and raund, and not a= 
greeing into the ſtruGure of the Tower, who 
are they Lady? She anſwering to me ſaid, 
How lorig. hitherto are chou fooliſh and 
{enſeicfie, and askeft all things and under- 
ftandeſlt nothing ? Thele are they that 
have indeed faith, but having alſo the 
riches of this world. Therefore when tri- 
bulaticn fhall come, for their riches and 
negotiztions they deny the Lord. 

29 1 anſwering ſay to her, Lady, when 
therefore ſhall they be profitable to the 
Lord ? when their riches, quoth ſhe, ſhall 
be cixcumciſed, which delight chem, then 
ſhall they be profitable to the Lord unto 
the building. For as a round ſtone, unlets 
it ſha{l be hewr, and caſt off ſomewhat 
from it, cannot be 'made four-corner'd, 
ſo alſo they that are rich in this world, 
unlefſe their riches ſhall be circumciſed 
they 
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they cannot be profitable to the Lord. 

20 From thee firſt know it, when thou 
waft rich, thon waſt unproftable, bur 
now thou art profitable and fit for thy 
L1FE, for alſo thou thy (elf waſt of theſe 
ſtones. 

31 But the reſt of the ftones which 
thou didſt fee caſt far from the Tower, 
and running in the way, and to be rolled 
from the way into deſert places, theſe are 
they who have indeed believed, but with 
their doubting have lefc their own true 
WAY, thinking themſelves to be able 
to find a better way z but they wander, 
and are miferable, entering mto deſert 
wayes, 

32 But theſe chat fell into the fire and 
did-burn, are they who for ever have de- 
parted from the Living God; nor doth 
itany more alcend into their hearts, to 
act repentance, becauſe of the delire of 
theirluſis, and wickednefles which chey 
work, 

33 But the reſt which fell beſides the waters, 
and could not be rolled into the waters, woh9 
are theſe? I hefeare they who liave heard 
tie WORD, willing to be baptized in 
the NAME of the Lord, to whom 
when che Saiiticy of che TRUTH 
C411iT 
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' came into their memory, they draw back 
themſelves, and do again walk after their 
wicked deſires. 

34 Therefore the finiſhed the narration 
of the Tower; but I, ſeeing I was obſtinate, 
asked her, Whether to all theſe ſtones 
which were thrown away, nor did agree 
into the ftruf&ure of the Tower, 1s there 
Repecntance, and ſhall chey have a place 
in this Tower? They have, quoth ſhe, 
Repentance, but in this Tower they can- 
not agree ficly. | 

35 Bur they ſhall be put in another 
place much inferiour to this, when they 
{hall have been vexed, and have fulfilled 
the dayes of their tranſgreſſions; and for 
this ſhall chey be taken up, becauſe they 
have received THE JUST WORD;

36 When therefore T left off to ask her of | 
all theſe things, ſhe ſaith ts me, wilt thou ſee 
another? and ſering T was defirovs ta ſee, T ve- 
came chearful in countenance; ſhe looking back, 
on 
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on me ſmiled, and ſaith tome, Seeſt thou ſeuen 
women about the Tower ? I ſee them, quoth I, 
Lady. 

37 This Tower is ſupported by them 
according to the Precept of the Lord : 
Hear now the efte&s of them; The ficſt in- 
deed of them who takes hold with her 
hand is called F AI T-H, by her ſhall che 
choſen of God be ſaved; but che' other 
who isguirded about and a@&eth manfully 
is called ABSTINENCE, the is the 
Daughter of Faith; whoſoever therefore 
{hall follow her, ſhall become happy in 
his LIFE, becauſe he ſhall abſtain from 
all evil works, believing that if he ſhall 
contain himſelf from all Concupiſcence, 
he ſhall.be an heir of Life Eternal. 

35 But, the other five Lady who are they ? 
They are Daughters mutually, quoth ſhe, 
bur one is called STMPLICITY, a- 
nother INN OCENCY,, another 
MODESTY, another DISCI-

Therefore when thou ſhalt have kept the 
works of their Mather, thou ſhalt be able

72 Here, ſaith be, the Name of the Son 
of God 1s great and mighty, and by it the 
WHOLE WORLD IS SUSTEFÞ 
NED; ifchen, quoth I, every Creacure 
of God is ſufteined by his Son, why doth 
he not alſo ſuftein choſe who ace invited 
by him, and bear his Name. and in his 
Commandments do walk? Secft chounot 
alſo, quoth be, that he ſuftcineth thoſe, 
who from their whole hearts carry his 
NAME? Therefore he is their founda-

73 And T ſaid, demonftratero me,Lord,, 
the names of theſe Virgins, and of theſe 
women who were cloathed with a black- 
veſture ; Hear, quoth be, the names of the 
Virgins that are more powerful, who ob- 
teined the corners of the gate, are theſe;

76 And I ſaid; why therefore Lord 
did theſe Virgins alſo hold forth theſe 
ſtones unto the ſtrufure of the Tower, 
tranſlated through- the Port ? And be 
jaid, for theſe firit have born theſe ſpirits, 
and they have nor atall departed, one 
from another, nor the ſpirits from the 
men, nor the meri from the ſpirits, bur 
theſe ſpirits have been joyned to them, 
even untill che day of [their] reſt , who 
except they had had theſe ſpirits with 
them, they had not been protitableto the 
ftcufture of this Tower, 

77 And1 ſaid, alſo now Lord demon= 
ſtrate to me, what feekeſt thon, ſaith he, 
why queth I, aſcended theſe ſtones out of 
the deep, and were pl: ced intothe build- 
ing of this Tower? Seeing long ago 
they carrr'd the juſt ſpirits. It muſt needs 
be queth be, that by WATER they 
have to aſcend, that they may reſt, for 
they could nor otherwiſe enter into the 
Kingdome of God, then that they ſhould 
1y down the mortality of the formicr 
te.

83 Fuſt quoth I, Lord demonſtrate 
this ro me, fince theſe Mouncains are (o 
various, by what manner ſhall they agree 
L 2 into 
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into the ſtrufture of this Tower, and be 
brought to one colour, and be no lefs ſhi- 
ning, then theſe chat aſcended out of 
the deep ? Becaule ſaith be, all che Nati» 
ons which are under Heaven, have heard 
and believed, and are called by the one 
Name of the Son of God.

by theſe imployments by which chey are 
choaked. 

93 Allo and theſe whoare rich, they do 
with difficulty give themſelves unto the

converſation of Gods:Servants, fearing 
leaſt any thing be required of them; thele 
therefore difficultly ſhall enter into the 
Kingdom of God; for as with unſhod feet 
men walk diffticultly in thiftles, ſo alſo it 
1s difficult for this ſort of men to enter in- 
to the Kingdom of God, 

94 Butalfotoal] thele is regreſſe grant- 
ed unto Repentance, if (wiftly they ſhall
